Law Granting 8ch*ol Suffrage to Ken- 
tucky Woman Is Now In Effect- 
Women Wh* Oan Read and Writ* 
Now Eligible to Vote. 

Lexington. Ky.— The Education De- 
partment of tho Kentucky Federation 
of Women'a Club* ha* started, thla 
week, a School Suffrage campaign 
which will oontinue throughout the 
months of July, August and Septem 
bar. By means of the press, the print 
ed circular letter, the pulpit. Club and 
School League meetings— In fact, by 
every means possible, an effort will be 
made to Influence the women of Ken 
tucky to ahow their Interest In publU 
echools by expressing their legal oplu 
Ion on the subject. 

The greatest effort will be made to 
have the subject preeented at the va 
rlous Teachers' Ijjatitutes, and a let 
ter has been sent by the Education 
Department, of which Mrs. U. N 
Koark. of Richmond. Is Chalrmau, ask 
Ing fur a place on the Institute pro 
gram for a School Suffrage speaker 
Some of the most brilliant and capable 
women of the state have volunteered 
to address the Institutes without an> 
expeiice to the local teachers : Mrs 
Cora Wilson Stewart, of Morhead; 
Mrs. Mason Maury. Mrs. Harry White 
tag, Mrs, John Little, of Louisville; 
Ifri. K N Ftoark, and Miss Bell Ben 
nott. of Richmond; Mrs. T. J. Smith, 
of Frankfort; Mrs. A. M. Harrison 
and Mrs Desha Breckenrldge, of Lex- 
ington. 

Get Out the Vote. 

It Is the policy of the Education De- 
partment simply to work to get out a 
lar;;u vole for the moat efficient school 
offiolal*i and to furnish, through tbe 
public press, such brief and necessary 
information about election laws as 
will enable all women to use the school 
Buffruge with Intelligence and with 
dignity. No effort whatever will be 
made to build up a woman's machine, 
nor to back any special candidate; on 
the contrary, a continued aud persUt 
put effort will be made to keep all 
■ihoul elections and school questions 
"out of politics." 

Letter* of Commendation. 
Many letter* have been received 
this week by the Department of Edu- 
cation, of the K. F\ W. C, from county 
ruperlntondenu and teachers. A 
superintendent from one of the Blue 
Uraas counties writes as follows: 

"The county school superintendents 
and progressive teachers will appre 
ciate more than any other clase- >f per 
cons iu Kentucky the grai. '.ig of 
school suffrage to women, for they 
realize how much this step will mean 
In the state's crusade for belter edu- 
cational conditions. I believe, more- 



over, that the teachers feel an espe- 
cial responsibility to help arouse all 
the women, who are their school 
patrons, to this new privilege, and 
that they will co-operate In every way 
possible with tha club women to get 
out a large school suffrage vote. 

"An earnest and continued Interest 
on the part of the club women will 
soon bring about a realization of some 
of those educational ideals which we 
have long possessed: more convenient 
buildings and more beautiful grounds, 
better trained teachers and higher sal- 
aries, longer school terms aud a larger 
per cent of attendance, courses In Do 
niestlc Science. Manual Training, and 
the Science of Agriculture, a currlc 
ulum that shall consider the needs of 
the individual child, and shall con 
tribute something practical to his de- 
velopment." 

Suffrage Law Now In Effect. 

The law granting suffrage to Ken- 
tucky women went into effect on the 
12th of June. Women who are able to 
read and write are now eligible to 
vote in the August snd November elec- 
tions for school officials ami upon 
school questions, snd are eligible to 
hold any office pertaining to the man- 
agement of the schools, except those 
otherwise prescribed by the constltu 
tion. 

John T. Shelby, of Lexington, who 
participated in the framing of the 
School Suffrage Bill, states that It was 
the Intention of those who prepared 
the bill that It should give women the 
right to vote for county superintend- 
ent. His legal opinion follows: 

"tfectlon 155 of the Constitution 
gives to the General Assembly the 
power to regulate elections of school 
trustees 'and other common school dis- 
trict elections.' The Act of March 24, 
5 :•<"«. for the government and regulti 
tion of common Schools makes the 
county the school district and pro 
VtdSS for the sub-division of this dls 
trict Into educational divisions and the 
educational divisions into sub districts 
Tho office of county superintendent is 
not a constitutional office, and under 
the present system the county being 
the district the superintendent is a 
school district officer and the election 
at which he or she may be chosen Is 
s 'Common School District Election.' 
It would seem, therefore, that the Qen 
eral Assembly had tbe constitutional 
power to confer upon women the right 
of suffrage, which was attempted to be 
conferred by the Act of 1912. Whether 
this be so or not the Intention of the 
framers of the bill was certainly to eon 
fer upon women, If It could be consti 
tutionally done, the right to vote for 
the Of. 'inty superintendent and upon 
school measure* or questions submit- 
ted to a vote of the people.

8o runs an old letter written In 
New York during the darkest days of 
the American Revolution. The Prlt- 
Ish had captured New York and Phila- 
delphia. To both cities— but chiefly to 
New York— they brought thousands of 
patriot soldiers, captured In battle, 
and many non-combatants who had 
risked freedom and life to help the 
cause of liberty by money, gifts or by 
put riot Ic speeches. 

These unlucky captives were not 
treated like prisoners of war. They 
were housed nnd fed— or. rather, 
starved— in a way the law nowadays 
would not permit for cattle or awlne. 
And the man In charge of them was 
a blackguard whose own countrymen 
loathed him, William Cunningham. 

Cunnlnpham was the son of a Brit- 
ish dragoon and was bom In the 
regimental barracks at Dublin. In 1774 
he camo to America and settled In 
New York, where ho made a living for 
some time by "breaking" colts and by 
giving riding lessons. When the Revo- 
lution broke out. In 1775. he became 
Involved In a political row with some 
local patriots and was forced to flee 
to Boston, there to seek the protection 
of the British army. 

His noisy loyalty to King George 
III. got him Into trouble there and at- 
tracted the uotlce of Thomas Gage, 
the Kngllsh general. Gage appointed 
him provost marshal to the royal 
army. His chance for "revenge" had 
come. 

Cunningham was sent hack to New 
York and was put In charge of the 
Revolutionary prisoners there and In 
Philadelphia. There were several Im- 
promptu prisons In New York where 
tho i at not captives were lodged. One 
was the city hall, another the famous 
old "Sugar House." another. King's 
(now Columbia) college: another the 
"new gaol" (the old hall of records 
In City Hall park), torn down only a 
few years ago), and— worst of all— 
the "prison ship 'Jersey,' " moored on 
the Brooklyn shore. Churches were 
also turned Into Jails. 

In the prison ship the captives were 
herded by huudreds In dark, foul pens, 
destitute of pure air and sunlight. 
They were given such food as a dog 
might well scorn, and In such tiny 
quantities as would not suffice to 
keep a dog alive. The water they 
drank was filthy. No medical care 
or chance for cleanliness or exercise 
was granted them. Prison fever and 
other maladies scourged their ranks. 
They died like so many files. To such 
fearful condition were they reduced 
that the lowest city outcaBta were 
touched by pity and secretly sent 
them food. 

The fate of the captives In the new 
gaol, or hall of records, was little bet- 
ter. Here Ib an extract from Pln- 
tard's account of their sufferings: 

"So closely were they packed to- 
gether that when they lay down at 
night to rest, on the hard oak planks, 
and they wished to turn, It was all 
together, by word of command— 
'right'— 'left'— being so wedged as to 
form almost a solid mass of human 
bodies." 

All war Is cruel. But such torture 
as this was Inexcusable. And (though 
the British government might perhaps 
have bettered matters had they chos- 
en to) the lion's share of the blame 
was Cunningham's. Here Is a portion 
of his sworn confession, made In 1791, 
Just before his own execution: 

"I shudder to think of the murders 
I have been accessory to, both with 
and without orders from government, 
especlaly while in New York, during 
which time there were more than two 
thousand prisoners starved by stop- 
ping their rations (which I sold). 
There were also 275 American pris- 
oners executed. A guard was des- 
patched to forbid people to look out 
from their doors or windows on pain 
of death, after which the prisoners 
were conducted, gagged, at midnight, 
Just behind tbe upper barracks, pung 
without trial and then burled." 

Cunningham went back to England 
after the war and took to riotous liv- 
ing. Being short of money to squan- 
der on dissipation, be forged a draft. 
For this crime be was tried, con- 
demned, and, on August '10, 1791, waa 
hanged. 

He Is said to have been responsible 
for the shameful death of nearly 2,600 
American patriots. Nor could mere 
hatred for the ■ colonista account for 
this wholesale slaughter, since ha dis- 
honestly sold for his own profit tba 
provisions allotted to them.
